Last August I found that 
the *".uners I set in July, iu missing hills, 
looked wilted, and examining one, I 
found it without roots. 
Digging out un- 


der it I saw the grubs wore nt work. 
Having spent a great deal of time pleas- 
antly caring for my strawberries, I de- 
termined to save them. 
Hunting up au- 


thorities cm this point, I found some rec- 
ommended wood ashes 
and sulphur. 


Having at hand a rich heap of hen manure 
composted, 
I 
took 
onn-half 
bushel, 


same mer. mre of unleashed wood ashes, 
one pound of flour of sulpur, two (marts 
of 
soft 
coal 
soot, 
and 
one 
quart 


of salt. 
This I mixed thoroughly, and 


every hill afflicted I filled with this mix- 
ture (after digging out the grubs), sprink- 
ling a little clear earth over, before setting 
new plants. Those plants partly eaten I 
put back in tho prepared hill, "nud iu a 
week after, upon examining them I found 
them forming new roots. 
Never did Isee 


such growth made in strawberries before. 
I have also applied this mixture to rasp- 
berries that made n feeble growth. 
They 


responded almost immediately. I now 
keep it on hand, ready to apply to any 
shrubbery I find languishing. The soot 
I regarded as tho most valuable insect 
destroyer. I think it probable that if it 
was mixed alone with heu compost if 
might be sufficient, but sulphur is a 
powerful fertilizer to plants, and at the 
same time very obnoxious to insect life.— 
[Fruit Recorder, 


MARL AS A FERTILIZER. 


Marl was first found in New Jersey in 


3768. Au Irishman iu Momnouth county, 
digging a ditch, threw some uf the green 
Bund out on a meadow, where its fertiliz- 
ing qualities were noticed. 
By the early 


part of this ceuturyi it had. come into 
pretty common use, until now it has be- 
come essential to successful agriculture 
throughout central New Jersey. 
In the 


whole state several millions of bushels are 
spread each year, and its use constant- 
ly increases. 
The. farmers 
usually 


spread 
it 
in 
tho 
autunm, put- 


ting . sometimes 
several 
hundred 


bushels ou an acre. Xow aud thon they 
find a deposit ou their own farm which 
can bo ring with spades, but more often 
they have recoui-.se -to the systematically 
worked beds, where they pay forty cents 
for each load of 
twenty bushels. 
In 


Woodstown, during autumnal days, the 
marl wagons move through tho Kfrnnfc 
almost in procession, aud the roads for a 
quarter of a mile from tho pits take their 
huo from the green sand which has sifted 
through the boards. 


The marl is good for all crops; it renews 


them un exhausted laud, it increases thorn 
on laud already productive. 
For potato 


plants it is a specific, killing worms, en- 
larging tho rout, and making the potato 
smooth-skihuod find fair. 
Thoro is a 


nmn, however, very common, aud known 
locally as a "poison marl," tho effect of 
which is quite opposite. 
It contains an 


excess of copperas, which is deadly to tho 
fields, killing every living plant for sever- 
al years. 
Not uncommonly a stratum of 


good mnrl runs into one that is noxious, 
aud serious injury to a farm follows. The 
poRionous mnrl, however, can bo cured by 
mixing it with lime, and iu that case it 
becomes superior for raising crops to the 
mini which docs not have to be chemical- 
ly treated. 
Tho poisonous marl is de- 


tected by tho length of time that is need- 
ed to dry it after it is wet by rain. Hut 
tho fanners have what they regard as a 
more radical test. 
If white clover grows 


on the marl a few days after it is thrown 
from the pit, the compost is good; other- 
wise, it is poisonouw. 
Tho best marl bus 


thus a singular ailiuity for the germs of 
white clover floating iu the air, and in a 
few weeks the biggest heaps may become 
blanketed with the little flowers.

to whom this epithet 


can be applied, to Him who was without 
sin and absolutely faultless. But iu some 
ways the word is not inappropriate even 
to frail human beings. The prayer .book 
version, an older and in some respects a 
truer translation, gives the thought iu 
more exact language, and reads thus:— 
"Keep inuocoucy, and take heed unto the 
thing that is right; for that Khali bring a 
man peace at the last." In tho Latin, 
from winch the word perfect is derived, 
it means to make or 
carry through 


thoroughly, and refers more, to the pur- 
pose and intention than to the net itself. 
In this regard wn may without exaggera- 
tion call a man perfect. But the Psalmist 
adds another term which carries out this 
view still more strictly. 
He speaks of the 


•uprifflit man, referring to the same per- 
son, one who in sincere and fixed in nil his 
good intentions; and this word implies 
more than honest. 
It describes one who 


orders all his conduct not by the rules of 
law alone, but also with regard to equity. 
Aii upright nuin is always holiest, but an 
honest man is not necessarily upright. 


Tho Psalmist then tells us the happy 


state of fiuch a character, for ho adds, 
"the cud of that man is peace." He 
quietly folds his hands upon his breast 
and passes without fear into the presence 
of hifi Maker, because hin life has been 
one of true dcKJre to do his duly. Fail- 
ures in jndgimmi and mistakes ho must 
have made, but never failures in right 
motives and his coiiKcienrc bt'iirs witness 
to his perfect integrity.

After a time of comparative quiet au- 


Iher Btorm has burst upon tho sun. Two 
r three weeks ago the great disk of tho 
umiuary shone in the telescope with 
ardly a spot or a variation anywhere in 
riiliaucy except tho ordinary mottling, 


which sometimes appears strikingly sug- 
gestive of a mass of tremendous flames, 
on the tops of which the spectator is 
looking down. 
Then a spot of small 


'size appeared nnd moved slowly across 
the disk. Presently a congeries of littlo 
spots broke forth like iin eruption, sur- 
rounded by faculie ill glowing waves 
ai.d tortuous banks. 
In a day or two 


the outlines, of ft large spot could be 
seen 
coming 
around' tho 
eastern 


limb of the sun. It seemed to grow as 
it advanced. In a shorttime a white fila- 
ment pushed its way across the very con- 
tra of-the spot, looking like a snow bridge 
over a dark chasm, and then ihe spot 
split in two and slowly disappeared. 


Now the eastern edge of the disk began 


to be crowded with oncoming spots. The 
•wrinkled lines of faouko showed 
where 


tho surface was agitated, and where now 
spots were likely to break forth at any 
moment. They caine in groups, and one 
huge spot with a dark central chasm ca- 
pacious enough to swallow tho earth 
seemed to be their leader. 
Cloudy days 


intervening interrupted the sight, 
but 


witu every return of sunshiny weather 
the telescope revealednew spots and new 
groups, until now the sun is spotted like 
a leopard. The sight with a magnifying 
power low enough to show the whole 
disk at once is wonderful. .The spots are 
of all sizes, from great caverns in whose 
dark purple depths the eye fancies it can 
detect strange forms, mysterious crea- 
tions of tho sun, to littlo speckii that but 
for their congregating in the neighbor- 
hood of tho larger spots would hardly be 
noticed. 


It is a beautiful spectacle, and only 


systematic observations and 
measure- 


ments can convince tho beholder that ho 
is witnessing such a battle of elemental 
forces as this enrthhns never beheld since 
it hardened from a rotund mass of fiery 
gases into a firm and habitable globe. A 
little careful watching and calculation 
soon show the repl meaning of what the 
telescope reveals. 
It is the heaving and 


lashing and swirling of a storm, not a 
storm 
in any 
sense in 
which 
wo 


understand the word from our experience 
here on the earth, but a storm born, prob- 
ably, in the interior of the snu itself, aud 
exercising its fearful energy upon a ball 
of glowing gases. But those gases are in 
the most unheard-of and marvellous con- 
dition. Among them aro many whose 
names aro familiar to students' of chemis- 
try, and which in our laboratories are 
airy things that reveal themselves only by 
their effect. 
In the snu they aro .heated 


up to such n, degree that no earthly chem- 
ist would recognize them, at least not by 
their conduct for in that unparallod fur-' 
naco they ^ are 
freed from 
many of 


the laws which chemistry imposes unon 
them here. 
And more wonderful vet, 


men of science tell us. so tremendous is 
tho pressure, to which tliey nre si^hjcctcd 
in (fiat heart and 
centre", of gravitation 


that, though they are gases still, they 
must resemble in their mechanical behav- 
ior rather tnr or honey than the airy sub- 
stances which we know 
under' their 


names. 
These gases, continually nscend- 


iug or moving away from the centre, be. 
come partially cooled at what appears to 
us as the surface of the sun. and fall back 
in showers of hot, metallic rain! 
It is 


amid such 
surroundings that tho sun 


storms rage, and from such that they are 
born.
